But  the  changes  have  invox/ed 
additional  work  both  before  and  after  the  election  of  the  new  Counc^ 
as  well  as  the  uncertainty  and  anxiety  that  comes  i?oa  having  o  c~ang 
one’s  job.  I  am  most  grateful  for  the  loyal  service  and  support  given 
by  the" staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  in  maintaining  -heir  hign 
standards  despite  difficulties.

•The  district  forms  part  of  the  eastern  boundary  of  Hampshire,  its 
eastern  boundary  being  Surrey  in  the  north  and  West  Sussex  in  the  south. 
The  South  Downs  traverse  the  district  from  ea3t  to  west,  -dividing  it 
into  northern  and  southern  halves.  There  are  no  large  rivers,  the 
extreme  north  of  the  district  draining  into  the  hey  basin,  to  the  Thames, 
the  eastern  part  via  the  Eofchar  to  the  Channel  and  part  of  the  western 
area  via  the  Meon  to  Southampton  Water.  The  main  London  to  Portsmouth 
road  and  railway  traverse  the  district  from  north  to  south,  the  Midhurst/ 
Winchester  road  from  oast  to  west.  These  roads  cross  at  Petersf  ield, 
the  snail  country  town  lying  just  north  of  the  gap  in  the  Downs  through 
which  the  London/ Portsmouth  road  and  railway  pa3S,  This  town  and  an 
adjacent  area  forme  the  separate  urban  district  of  Petersf ield. 


Much  of  the  district  is  noted  for  its  beauty  and  is  scheduled  as  such. 
Different  forms  of  agriculture  are  practised  throughout  the  district  but, 
in  general,  in  the  south,  the  farms  are  smaller  in  area  and  there  i3  more 
horticulture,  on  the  downlead  there  is  more  arable  and  stock  farming  with 
dairy  farming  in  the  valleys.  There  is  some  fruit  farming  and  timber 
growing. 


There  are  few  light  and  no  heavy  industries  in  the  district  but  with 
the  proximity  of  Portsmouth  in  the  south  and  London  and  the  "outer  London 
belt”  in  the  north,  many  residents  find  their  employment  outside  the 
district.  There  is  considerable  pressure  for  housing  development  all 
through  the  district,  but  this  is  strictly  controlled.  Main  development 
in  the  south  has  been  in  Homdean  and  Catherington  which  are  close  to  the 
rapidly  expanding  urban  distract  of  Havant  .and  Waterloo  and  in  the  north

been  around  Lis3  and  Liphook  for  "commuters"  who  work  in  London, 


On  April  1st,  1974,  the  District  will  join  with  Petersf ield  Urban 
and  Alton  Rural  and  Urban  Districts  to  fora  the  Last  Hampshire  District.

GENERAL  REPORT  07  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


RE -ORGANISATION  0?  THE  NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

The  National  Health  Service  Re-organisation  Act,  1973  received 
the  Royal  Assent  on  July  5th,  which  is  later  than  had  been  hoped 
and  while  the  framework  or  re-organisation  is  now  known,  the  ground 
level  organisation  may  not  be  finally  decided  by  April  1st,  1974 
and  is  not  likely  to  be  fully  operational  until  some  time  later. 


Whv  re— organise  the  National  Health  Service? 

When  starting  the  National  Health  Service,  it  was  politically 
expedient  to  divide  the  service  into  three  branches,  each  with  its 
own  separate  organisation  and  administration.  The  general  practitioner, 
dental  and  allied  services  were  run  by  Executive  Councils,  the 
hospital  and  specialist  services  by  hospital  management  committees 
responsible  to  regional  hospital  boards.  Members  of  all  these 
authorities  were  appointed  by  the  Minister  after  consultation.  The 
local  authorities,  previously  responsible  for  most  of  the  hospital 
services,  retained  district  nursing,  child  health,  school  health, 
ambulances  and  other  personal  health  functions.  These  services  were 
under  the  control  of  elected  members.  Over  the  twenty  five  years  of 
operation  of  the  National  Health  Service,  it  is  plain  that  communication 
and  eo-operaticn  between  the  three  branches  has  been  imperfect, 
sometimes  with  detriment  to  the  individual  patient,  and  that  the 
large  sum3  spent  on  hospital  services  have  not  always  been  spent  to 
the  benefit  of  most  people  in  the  community  served.  The  three 
divisions  will  now  be  united  under  a  single  administration  with  the 
object  of  overcoming  these  problems. 


There  is  one  serious  criticism  of  the  new  plan.  Social  Services 
are  playing  an  increasingly  important  role  in  the  care  and  rehabili¬ 
tation  of  the  sick,  but  they  remain  a  function  of  the  new  county  and 
metropolitan  district  councils  whereas  the  present  local  government 
services  will  be  removed  to  the  new  Area  Health  Authority,  The 
difficulties  of  this  -division  are  recognised  but  again  it  is  not  at 
present  expedient  either  to  make  the  National  Health  Service  a  local 
government  function  or  Social  Services  a  central  government 
responsibility. 


The  new  administrative  framework 

In  England,  there  will  be  14  Regional  Health  Authorities  for 
areas  corresponding  to  the  present  regional  hospital  boards.  The 
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chairman  and  members  to  a  total  of  about  fifteen  will  be  appointed 
by  the  Secretary  of  State.  They  will  be  responsible  for  strategic 
planning  of  the  service,  for  the  execution  of  major  building 
projects  and  the  provision  of  certain  specialised  services,  for 
example,  the  blood  transfusion  service,  and  for  the  co-ordination 
and  supervision  of  their  Area  Health  Authorities.  The  latter  will 
be  coterminous  with  the  new  counties  and  metropolitan  districts 
(except  in  London)  and  will  be  responsible  for  the  provision  of  all 
National  Health  Service  services  in  the  area.  The  chairman  and 
members  of  the  Area  Health  Authority  (about  fifteen  persons)  will  be 
appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  but  must  include  four  members  of 
the  corresponding  local  authority.

up  between  the  County  Council  and  -District  Councils  end  the  Area  Health 
Authorities.  It  is  thought  two  at  least  will  be  needed,  one  for 
education  and  social  services  and  one  for  environmental  health  and 
infectious  disease  control  to  include  representatives  of  all  the  district 
councils . 


A  Health  Area  may  be  divided  into  Health  Districts.  It  is  unfortunate 
that  an  alternative  term  to  "district"  has  not  bean  used,  a3  it  is 
easily  confused  with  a  local  government  district.  The  health  district 
is  a  geographical  area  served  by  district  general  hospital,  that  is  a 
hospital  providing  all  the  common  specialist  services.  In  Hampshire  they 
will  be:- 
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Health  "Ombudsman” 


A  Health  Commissioner  ha3  been  appointed  to  look  into  complaints 
about  the  Health  Service  in  England. 


Community  Health  Councils 

Each  Area  Health  Authority  is  required  to  establish  these 
councils;  it  is  expected  that  there  will  be  one  for  each  health 
district  and  that  about  half  the  members  will  be  appointed  by  the 
local  government  district(s)  served.  The  councils  are  consultative 
and  advisory  only  but  the  Area  Health  Authority  must  provide 
facilities  for  their  meetings.  They  will  publish  annual  and  other 
reports  and  the  Area  Health  Authority  will  be  required  to  publish 
replies  to  issues  raised  therein. 


Family  Doctor  and  Dental  services 

There  will  be  no  change  in  the  service  to  patients  who  will 
remain  registered  as  at  present.  The  arrangements  for  changing 
doctors  will  be  the  same  except  for  the  fact  that  the  Executive 
Council(s)  will  become  the  Family  Practices  Committee  of  the  Area 
Health  Authority.  The  district  nursing  services  and  health  visiting 
service  will  be  unchanged;  it  i3  likely  attachment  of  these  staff  to 
individual  groups  of  doctors  will  be  even  more  widely  practised  than 
at  present.

There  will  be  no  change  in  the  present  services.  It  should  be 
noted  that  the  patient  and  his  doctor  will  have  freedom  of  choice 
to  attend  any  hospital. 


The  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

Thi3  title  will  disappear  after  12?  years  and  the  present  local 
authority  Health  or  Public  Health  Departments  will  be  changed. 

County  districts  will  be  responsible  for  environmental  health  matters 
and  community  health  will  be  the  responsibility  of  the  "community 
physicians"  (many  of  whom  will  be  ez-Medical  Officers  of  Health!) 
Section  112  of  tie  Local  Government  Act,  1972  requires  local  authorities 
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to  appoint  officers  for  the  proper  discharge  of  their  functions,  but 
relieves  them  of  the  obligation  to  appoint  certain  officers  specified 
xinder  previous  legislation;  two  of  the  posts  so  abolished  by  title 
are  those  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Public  Health  Inspector, 


Clearly  at  both  county  and  district  levels  the  new  local 
authorities  will  need  medical  advice  and  Section  1 1  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Re-organisation  Act  empowers  the  Area  Health  Authority 
to  provide  staff,  services  and  facilities  to  the  local  authorities 
and  vice  versa.  The  School  Health  Service  will  be  staff&iand  provided 
for  the  local  education  authority  by  the  Area  Health  Authority,  who 
will  al30  provide  medical  advice  for  the  Social  Services  Department, 


Most  new  County  districts  have  set  up  an  Environmental  Health 
Department  which  will  he  responsible  for  many  of  the  functions  of* 
existing  Public  Health  D apartment 3.  It  is  intended  that  the  Area  Health 
Authority  will  make  the  services  of  a  particular  doctor  available  to 
each  local  authority  district  council  within  the  area;  this  will  be 
by  agreement  between  the  two  authorities,  and  the  doctor  concerned  will 
have  knowledge  and  experience  in  local  government.  It  seems  probable 
that  the  appointment  would  be  on  a  part-time  basis,  and  that  the 
doctor  concerned  would  be  employed  on  other  community  health  duties 
for  the  rest  of  his  time. 


For  this  arrangement  to  work  well  it  will  be  necessary  for  the 
doctor  to  gain  the  confidence  and  support  of  members  and  officers  of 
the  district  council  and  to  be  fully  conversant  with  their  policy  and 
affairs.  This  can  only  be  achieved  by  attending  and  taking  part  in 
some  at  least  of  the  committees,  officers*  meetings  and  working  parties. 


Occupational  Health  Service 


Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  other  local  authority  medical  staff 
provide  a  staff  medical  service  to  a  varying  degree  to  the  existing 
authorities;  in  the  smaller  district  authorities  the  service  is  small, 
but  even  the  smallest  of  the  new  county  districts  will  employ  numbers 
sufficient  to  make  the  introduction  of  an  organised  occupational  health 
service  worthwhile.  The  Area  Health  Authority  will  certainly  bs 
interested  in  developing  such  a  service,  already  operating  in  two 
hospital  groups  in  Hampshire.  It  seems  probable  that  a  National 
Health  Service  occupational  health  service  for  its  staff  could  provide 
a  similar  service  for  local  authority  staffs  within  the  area.  This 
would  be  of  advantage  to  both,  for  a  full  occupational  health  service 
brings  substantial  benefits  both  to  employee  and  employer  but  requires 
a  considerable  number  of  employees  to  justify  a  comprehensive  service. 
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Teething  Troubles 


It  will  be  surprising  if  the  National  Health  Service  ia  able 
to  put  the  new  organisation  into  effect  on  April  1st,  1974  ana  it 
is  likely  that  for  some  months  at  least  many  of  the  community 
health  functions  will  have  to  be  carried  out  by  the  doctors  already 
doing  thi3  work  for  the  present  local  authorities.  It  i3  to  be 
hoped  that  the  new  local  authorities  will  be  tolerant  of  this 
situation. 

The  biggest  changes  in  the  re-organisation  of  the  National 
Health  Service  will  be  in  the  local  authority/ community  health  field 
and  clearly  there  will  be  initial  confusion  and  difficulty.  But  with 
good  will  and  co-operation  considerable  progress  is  possible  in  this 
field.  At  its  inception  .in  1943,  the  National  Health  Service  wa3 
hailed  as  the  best  in  the  world:  sines  then  other  countries  have 
overtaken  us.  It  we  can  really  progress  in  community  health,  it 
could  take  us  to  the  top  of  the  table  again.

Rowlands  Castle:  Construction  of  new  sewers  to  carry  Rowlands 
Castle  sewage  into  the  Havant  and  Waterloo  drainage  system  began  in 
1972  and  is  expected  to  be  finished  in  1974.  Nearly  all  of  the  work 
has  been  in  Havant  and  Waterloo  Urban  District  and  their  Engineer  and 
Surveyor's  Department  has  been  responsible  for  design  and  construction. 
When  the  nsw  system  is  working,  the  old  Rowlands  Castle  sewage  works 
will  be  closed  and  demolished. 

Several  small  schemes  were  completed  at  Steep  Marsh,  Snailing 
Lane,  Wyld  Green  Lane  and  the  "Brown  Teapot"  area  at  Greatham. 

Bramshott:  Difficulty  arose  over  the  siting  of  the  Conford 
pumping  station.  It  was  found  that  the  land  for  the  most  suitable 
site  was  the  subject  of  restrictions  on  building  which  could  only  be 
overcome  by  a  compulsory  purchase  order  and  two  neighbouring  residents 
objected  at  the  public  enquiry  in  August,  1973.  The  result  of  the 
enquiry  is  not  known  at  the  time  of  writing. 


The  rainfall  in  1973  was  only  4Q$  of  the  average  and  there  has 
bean  a  general  lowering  of  the  water  table  with  the  consequent  drying 
up  of  wells  and  watercourses.  The  domestic  and  industrial  consumption 
of  water  increases  year  after  year  and  there  i3  concern  that  the  chalk 
aquifers  on  which  all  the  south  coast  relies  may  be  seriously  depleted. 
During  1973  this  Council  protested  at  approval  given  to  the  Susses  River 
Authority  to  enlarge  an  existing  borehole  in  Sussex. 

Two  water  undertakings  supply  the  district  -  Portsmouth  in  the 
south.  Mid  Southern  in  the  north.  Both  take  regular  source  samples  of 
which  we  receive  summarised  reports.  The  water  supply  was  satisfactory 
both  in  quality  and  quantity. 

There  is  one  institution  with  a  private  domestic  supply  which  i3 
chlorinated.  This  is  sampled  regularly  and  only  one  adverse  report  was 
received  which  proved  to  be  a  failure  in  chlorination. 


Noise 

The  gun  club  mentioned  in  the  1971  report  is  still  operating  from 
the  same  site,  and  has  given  rise  to  further  complaints  from  residents  , 
in  the  area.

Hospitals  and  Nur3ina  Home a 


Within  the  district  are  King  George's  Hospital  y  Liphook,  a 
geriatric  hospital,  The  Grange  Maternity  Hospital  at  Liss  and  Wenham 
Holt  Convalescent  Hone  at  Rake.  In  Petersfield  town,  there  is  a  small 
community  hospital  and  a  small  geriatric  hospital  (Heathside) .  All 
these  institutions  are  administered  by  the  Portsmouth  Hospital  Group. 


At  Le  Court,  Great ham  is  the  foundation  Cheshire  Home  for  the 

chronically  ill  and  incapacitated.  A  new  west  wing  was  built  and 
occupied  in  1973;  this  enables  most  residents  to  have  their  own 
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room  rather  than  sharing  with  others. 


There  i3  a  small  private  nursing  home  at  Hill  3  row,  Liss. 


Family  Doctor  Service 

Doctor  3.  Pope  retired  from  National  Health  Service  practice  at 
Liss  during  1973.  Doctor  D.W.  Egerton  was  appointed  to  the  vacancy. 
Doctor  A.H.  Knowles  and  Doctor  R.M.S.  Cross  retired  from  the  Petersfield 
practice  at  the  end  of  1972  and  early  in  1973  Doctor  W.M.  Rogers  was 
appointed  to  this  practice. 


Towards  the  end  of  1973  two  district  nurses  and  two  health  visitors 
were  attached  to  the  Petersfield  practice.  A  second  health  visitor 
wa3  posted  to  the  Petersfield  area  in  1972  (Mrs.  Tyrer)  and  on  her 
resignation  early  in  1973  Miss  J.A.  Owen  transferred  to  Petersfield. 

Her  po3 «  in  the  south  of  the  district  was  vacant  for  3ome  time,  being 
filled  towards  the  end  of  the  year  by  Mrs.  Jackson.  Mrs.  J.  Thom.  3  was 
appointed  as  a  second  Nursing  Officer  in  the  Area  Office  in  the  summer 
of  1973.

Social  Services 

This  Department  was  further  re-organised  during  1972  into  area3 
coinciding  exactly  with  the  new  county  districts  which  will  replace 
existing  "second  tier"  local  authorities  after  re-organisation,  Thu3 
the  new  peters field  Office  became  the  headquarters  of  the  Hast 
Hampshire  area  of  the  Department.  Mr.  Cattanach  was  transferred  on 
promotion  to  Area  Director  at  Gosport  and  Miss  Robertson  moved  up 
from  the  Eavant  Office  to  become  Area  Director  for  Hast  Hampshire. 

She  retired  from  this  po3t  at  the  end  of  1973  and  was  succeeded  by 
Mr.  J.C.  Ashmead. 

/ 

Although  it  has  been  an  advantage  to  have  a  local  Social  Services 
Office  in  Petersfield,  regrettably  the  frequent  changes  of  staff  which 
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still  continued  to  plague  the  Department  made  it  difficult  to  create 
those  bonds  of  personal  knowledge  and  respect  which  are  so  necessary 
between  those  working  in  the  social  field. 

It  is  expected  that  in  the  spring  of  1974  the  Area  Office  will 
move  to  new  premises  in  the  Health  Centre  now  being  built  at  Alton.  It 

is  to  be  hoped  that  an  office  will  be  retained  in  Petersfield  to  cater 
for  the  southern  half  of  East  Hampshire.  The  Housing  and  Health 
Department  of  the  new  district  will  have  its  offices  in  Petersfield. 

During  1  973  planning  was  completed  for  a  new  County  Council  "Home 
for  the  Frail”  on  a  site  acquired  by  the  County  Council  to  the  north 
of  Ramshill  in  Petersfield.  It  is  intended  to  provide  a  Day  Centre  on 
the  same  sits. 


Voluntary  Services 

When  it  is  needed,  help  comes  most  frequently  from  family  or 
friends.  Next  it  comes  from  the  many  voluntary  organisations  some  of 
which  are  to  be  found  in  every  community.  There  are  larger  organisations, 
3ome  on  a  national  scale,  and  of  these  the  Women's  Royal  Voluntary 
Services  is  responsible  for  running  "the  Meals  on  Wheels"  service  in  the 
district.  The  British  P.ed  Cross  Society  has  a  headquarters  building  in 
Petersfield  and  organises  a  number  of  services  in  the  district,  including 
a  club  for  the  hand! capped,  clubs  for  old  people,  the  loan  of  home 
nursing  equipment  (as  agents  for  the  County  Council)  as  well  as  training 
in  home  nursing  and  first  aid. 

Hampshire  Council  for  Social  Service  sponsors  a  number  of  clubs 
for  old  people  in  the  district  and  the  Petersfield  and  area  Age  Concern 
committee  run  an  amenities  shop,  a  minibus  and  a  luncheon  club.  A 
luncheon  club  started  up  in  Horndean  towards  the  end  of  1973.  The 
"social  activities"  groups  continued  and  expanded  their  work  at 
Petersfield  Community  Centre.  They  have,  now  held  two  successful  sales 
of  work/ coffee  mornings.

Eight  of  the  ten  infections  notified  in  1972  were  of  S.typhi- 
murium,  in  two  separate  outbreaks,  one  of  five  cases  and  one  of  three, 
both  associated  with  infected  cattle. 


Scarlet  Fever 

Sixteen  of  the  24  cases  notified  in  1972  came  from  one  parish  and 
were  either  in  schoolchildren  or  home  contacts  of  schoolchildren. 

Comment  was  made  in  the  1971  report  of  infection  persisting  in  this 
parish  and  at  the  end  of  1972  there  was  a  flare  up.  It  had  been  hoped 
this  might  clear  up  the  infection  but  thi3  has  not  proved  to  be  the  case. 


Dysentery 

The  cases  were  all  infected  with  Shigella  sonne;  the  one  adult  was 
a  food  handler  and  appropriate  precautions  were  taken.

Under  international  agreement,  travellers  arriving  in  any  country 
from  one  which  is  declared  to  he  infected  may  he  required  to  produce 
a  valid  international  certificate  (on  the  prescribed  form)  o* 
immunisation  against  any  of  the  following  three  diseases:-

Cholera 

Valid  for  six  months.  Effective  six  days  after  one  injection 
unless  given  within  six  months  of  previous  immunisation 
when  certificate  is  valid  from  date  of  vaccinatiun. 

As  from  1st  January,  1974  there  is  no  longer  an  international 
]oo-al  requirement  for  a  cholera  vaccination  certnicaus. 

However,  ‘certain  countries  will  have  reservations  and  may 
still  require  evidence  of  vaccination  bef ore  allowing  free ^ 
movement  of  travellers.  Therefore  international  certificates 
are  still  available.  The  vaccine  is  administered  «y  family 
doctors  (who  will  usually  need  to  order  it)  a^it  is  adv.,sa^ 
that  the  vaccina  ting  doctor’s  signature  is  vent  ied  at  -he 
District  Council  office. 

Yellow  Fever 

Available  only  at  certain  specified  centres  by  appointment, 
of  which  the  nearest  are  Southampton  and  London.  A  ^ee  may 
be  charged,  /alid  tor  ven  you..^. 

Cholera  and/or  Yellow  Fever  iomunisations  are  normally  required  only 
for  travel  to  Asia,  Africa  or  South  America.  Consult  tha  air  or 

shipping  line.

Finally,  leave  plenty  of  time  for  all  these  procedures  -  at  least 
one  month. 
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There  are  no  particular  points  to  draw  to  your  attention  but 
I  would  like  to  make  a  short  comment  on  the  general  level  of  standards 
in  the  area. 


In  1 945 ,  the  quality  and  quantity  of  many  types  of  houses  were 
very  low  due  to  five  years  of  enforced  neglect  and  to  the  problem  of 
"making  do"  with  short  term  expedients. 

The  rate  at  which  "face  lifting*"  could  proceed  was  controlled  by 
the  rate  of  implementation  of  water  and  drainage  schemes  but,  over  the 
period,  the  majority  of  these  have  been  provided.  The  new  development 
which  could  then  take  place,  allied  to  your  declared  policy  of 
demolition  and  repair  and  your  support  for  grant  aided  improvement  in 
both  the  public  and  private  sectors,  has  led  to  a  district  in  very  fair 
overall  condition. 


There  are  still  a  few  outstanding  item3  which  it  was  hoped  would 
have  been  cleared  up  before  re-organisation  e.g.  limited  pail  do3et 
emptying  in  Bramshott  (retained  only  because  of  inability  to  get  the 
main  drainage  system  commenced). 


The  nature  and  types  of  retail  shops  and  methods  of  selling  have 
markedly  changed  with  a  consequent  variation  of  emphasis  in  many  cases 
in  inspection  and  control. 
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There  has  also  been  a  noticeable  tendency  for  food  control  to 
away  from  unfitness  and  much  more  towards  consumer  protection 
linked  with  manufacturer's  quality  control.  The  mo3t  advanced  cl  these 
trends  are  the  declaration  of  content  and  the  i ortncoming  dating  of 

products. 


Rodent  Control  has  proceeded  smoothly  since  you  decided  >. o 

-provide  a  free  service  throughout  the  district.  The  consequent  . 
early  notification  (even  the  sighting  of  a  single  rat)  has  prevented 
any  "black  areas"  at  all  for  many  years.  The  staff  employed  on  -hi s 
work  during  my  service  have  been  of  a  very  high  standard  do -a  in  ^ 
ability  and  in  efficiency.  In  ny  opinion,  their  sensible  approacn 
to  both  complainants  and  "transgressors"  has  been  in  tne  nature  01 
a  successful  escercise  in  public  relations. 

Finally,  may  I  thank  most  sincerely  the  successive  Chairmen  of 
Council,  Chairmen  of  Committees  and  Members  for  their  support  over^ 
29  years  and  to  my  colleagues  in  all  departments  for  xneir  .-andneoo 
and  assistance  at  all  times.

kerbside  collection  of  house  refuse  to 
cover  the  whole  district,  the  local  refuse  tips  and  ash  heaps  are 
a  thing  of  the  past  except  in  remote  and  inaccessible  places. 


In  spite  of  the  activities  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor 
however,  bulk  refuse  is  found  dumped  throughout  the  district  and 
he  lias  to  deal  with  many  abandoned  cars. 

It  is  regrettable  that  there  was  no  progress  with  plans  for  a 
public  convenience  just  south  of  Petersfield  in  spite  of  the  hopes 
raised  by  various  reports  received.  We  continue  to  receive  complaints 
about  various  stopping  places  used  by  trunk  road  traffic  whereas 
the  troubles  in  the  Liphook/Homdean  areas  virtually  ceased  on  the 
provision  and  signposting  of  public  conveniences.  It  may  be  that 
the  new  signposted  conveniences  in  the  central  car  park  at  Petersfield 
will  help  to  solve  the  problem. 
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Ces3pool3  serving  houses  are  emptied  upon  request,  a  charge 
of  .£-2.50  +  25p  V.A.T.  per  load  being  made  where  a  sewer  i3  available. 
When  the  number  of  emptyings  per  house  exceeds  four  per  financial 
year  where  no  sewer  is  available,  the  charge  is  £1.00  +  10p  V.A.T. 
per  emptying. 

Building  Regulations  require  that  new  cesspools  shall  be  of  a 
capacity,  measured  below  the  level  of  the  inlet,  of  not  less  than 
4,000  gallons.  The  number  of  these  larger  cesspools  is  increasing 
in  the  same  way  that  the  number  of  smaller,  inadequate  ones  is 
decreasing  and  hauls  to  disposal  points  are,  for  technical  reasons , 
longer  than  they  used  to  be.  On  the  other  hand,  the  bonus  scheme 
has  certainly  had  an  effect  and  there  is  less  frequently  any  appreciable 
backlog  of  emptyings.  In  spite,  however,  of  further  main  drainage  * 
provision,  it  seems  unlikely  that  the  cesspool  emptying  service  can 
be  reduced  for  soma  years  to  come. 


Atmospheric  .Pollution 

The  Department  of  Trade  and  Industry  operates  a  chain  of  stations 
throughout  the  country  monitoring  3moke  and  sulphur  dioxide  as  part 
of  a  national  survey.  We  have  accepted  responsibility  for  the 
supervision  of  one  such  station  at  Froxfieid,  originally  provided 
by  Kings  College,  University  of  London. 

The  results  of  the  processed  data  are  published  annually  and 
should  be  available  later  this  year. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  know  that  the  hipest  levels  of  smoke 
and  sulphur  dioxide  which  are  recorded  at  Froxfieid  occur  when  there 
has  been  a  drift  of  air  from  the  Solent  area.  It  is  estimated  that 
Qfo  of  the  crude  oil  burnt  in  Britain  is  consumed  there. 


Offices  and  Shoo3 

Generally  speaking,  duties  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  Act.  1963  (other  than  provisions  relating  to  fire)  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  District  Council  and  the  provisions  of  the 
Shops  Act,  1950  relating  to  hours  of  closing,  conditions  of  employment 
and  Sunday  trading  continue  to  be  administered  by  the  County  Council. 
With  the  co-operation  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  we  are  consulted 
about  all  new  offices  and  3hops  and  extensions  to  ensure  compliance 
with  public  health  requirements.  No  accidents  were  reported  during 
the  year.  Ho  formal  action  wa3  taken  during  the  year.

Licences  have  al.30  been  issued  in  respect  of  individual  caravans. 
These  are  valid  for  periods  to  coincide  with  planning  permissions. 
Unlicensed  sites  continue  to  cause  trouble.  Some  of  them  are  exempted 
from  licence  requirements  by  the  First  Schedule  of  the  Caravan  Sites 
and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960:  but,  in  many  cases  where 
exemption  i3  claimed  on  false  information,  we  are  unable  to  proceed 
because  evidence  to  secure  a  conviction  is  insufficient.  Licensed 
sites  gave  rise  to  only  minor  problems. 

Sites  occupied  and  supervised  by  such  organisations  a3  "The 
Caravan  Club"  are  exempt  from  planning  or  licensing  control,  subject 
to  a  code  agreed  with  the  Minister.  Similar  exemptions  apply  to 
sites  approved  by  these  organisations. 

Fire  on  caravan  site3  i3  a  hazard  which  concerns  me  and  the  Fire 
Officer  has  willingly  co-operated  in  advice  from  this  aspect. 

With  the  development  of  quality  residential  caravans,  the 
electricity  demand  per  caravan  is  virtually  the  same  as  for  any 
dwelling  and  in  some  cases,  even  higher  because  of  the  use  of  numerous 
domestic  water  heaters  and  electric  space  heaters  instead  of  solid 
fuel  appliances.  This  has  created  the  possibility  of  overloading 
the  service  to  the  site  and  a  survey  of  po33ible  dangers  from  this 
aspect  is  to  be  carried  out. 

Additional  planning  powers  (Article  4  direction)  obtained  by 
the  County  Council  in  respect  of  Catheringtcn  Lith  is  a  great  help 
in  restricting  the  unauthorised  sprawl  of  weekend  shacks  and  caravans 
and  those  which  are  permanently  occupied  are  dealt  with  under  the 
Housing  Aet3. 
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Moveable  Dwellings 

Licences  to  erect  or  station  and  use  a  moveable  dwelling  are 
issued  under  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  Annual 
licences  are  issued  with  conditions  enforcing  the  sanitary  upkeep 
of  the  site.  At  one  time,  there  were  several  hundred  moveable 
dwellings  in  the  area  but  there  are  only  six  moveable  dwellings 
licensed  at  the  current  time. 


Soutine  and  special  visits  were  paid  to  independent  schools  in 
the  area  and  visits  were  made  to  County  controlled  schools  in 
connection  with  specific  enquiries. 


Insect  Infestation 

One  of  the  major  suppliers  of  fumigants  and  disinf ectants 
provides  a  free  identification  and  advisory  service  in  connection 
with  insect  pest3  and  this  proved  most  valuable  when  investigating 
complaints. 

Houses  suspected  of  being  verminous  are  fumigated.  Particular 
attention  is  paid  to  cases  where  occupiers  are  to  foe  moved  to 
Council  accommodation. 

The  Department  assisted  in  many  cases .where  insect  infestations 
were  a  threat  to  householders.

Housing  Survey 

Circular  50/l2  received  from  the  Department  of  the  Environment  in 
July,  1972  requested  that  a  sample  survey  of  districts  be  carried  out 
to  obtain  data  regarding  unfit  houses  and  those  lacking  standard 
amenities. 


A  Jfo  survey  was  carried  out,  the  pattern  being  to  inspect  every 
tenth  house  on  the  original  register  of  rural  survey  properties  (i.e. 
those  not  exceeding  £20  R.V.  in  1945). 


Apart  from  approximately  90  individual  unfit  dwellings,  it  was 


estimated  that  there  were  about  1 ,200  dwellings  in  the  Rural  District 
which,  though  not  unfit,  would  qualify  for  grant  aid  to  being  them,  up 
to  the  twelve  point  standard  laid  down  in  the  Housing  Act,  1969. 


Duri  ng  1972  and  1973,  hemes  improved  with  grant  aid  averaged  about 
70  per  year. 


Information  about  Grants 

( 1  )  Discretionary  0 rants 

These  are  grants  made  by  local  Councils  to  help  owners  to  improve 
old  houses  to  a  good  standard,  or  to  provide  dwellings  wither  by 
converting  houses  of  an  unsatisfactory  size,  or  by  converting  non- 
res  idential  buildings  to  a  housing  U3e.  They  are  called  discretionary 
grants  because  they  are  made  at  the  Council5 s  discretion. 


The  Council  may  pay  up  to  one  half  of  the  estimated  cost  of 
modernisation  (including  professional  fees)  as  approved  by  them,  subject 
to  a  maximum  grant  of  £1  *000  for  each  house  improved  or  for  each  dwelling 
orovidea  by  conversion.  Where,  however,  flats  are  provided  by  the  / 
conversion  of  a  house  or  building  of  three  or  more  storeys,  the  upper 
limit  of  grant  i3  £1 ,200  for  each  flat. 
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To  qualify  for  discretionary  grant,  a  dwelling  must  reach  a 
high  standard  and  must  comply  with  twelve  points  set  out  in  the  Act 
and  reproduced  in  the  publicity  "handouts". 

For  the  first  time,  "approved  expense"  may  include  woiks  of 
repair  or  replacement  incidental  to  an  improvement  or  needed  to  make 
an  improvement  fully  effective. 


(2)  Standard  Grants 

These  are  grants  made  by  local  Councils  to  help  meet  the  cost 
of  improving  houses  by  providing,  for  the  first  time,  any  missing 
standard  amenities.  x'he  standard  amenities  are  a:~ 

(a)  fixed  bath  or  shower  in  a  bathroom 

(b)  wash  hand  basin 

(c)  sink 

(d)  hot  and  cold  water  supply  at  a:- 

(i)  fixed  bath  or  shower 

(ii)  wash  hand  basin 

(iii)  sink 

(e)  water  closet 


The  Council  will  pay  half  the  cost  of  the  improvement  works 
(including  professional  fees),  subject  to  a  normal  maximum  of  £200 
for  providing  all  five  improvements  for  the  first  tine  and  a  lower 
maximum  in  other  cases.  To  calculate  the  maximum  for  a  particular 
case,  add  together  the  amounts  shown  against  those  of  the  items  in 
the  list  below  which  have  to  be  provided:-

grant  i3  subject  to  an  overall  maximum  of  £450  instead  of  the  normal 
£200. 


(3)  Special  Grants:  These  relate  to  shared  amenities  in  houses  in 
multiple  occupation  and  have  little  impact  in  this  district. 
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The  Deposit  of  Poisonous  Waste  Act,  1972  received  Royal  Assent 
on  the  30th  March,  1972.  The  Act  was  passed  following  the  national 
concern  which  was  eiq>re33ed  over  the  discovery  of  large  amounts  of 
indiscriminately  dumped  cyanide  waste. 


The  Act  has  two  main  features.  It  makes  it  an  offence  punishable 
by  heavy  penalties  to  deposit  on  land  any  poisonous,  noxious  or 
Polluting  waste  in  circumstances  in  which  it  could  give  rise  to  an 
environmental  hazard  —  that  is  to  say,  in  circumstances  in which  it 
might  cause  danger  to  persons  or  animals  or  might  pollute  any  water 
supplies.  The  Act  also  introduces  the  notification  procedure  in  . 
which  those  concerned  are  required  to  give  local  authorities  and  River 
Authorities  information  about  the  nature  and  quantities  of  certain 
wastes  received  or  being  deposited  in  their  areas. 


During  1972  and  1973,  we  have  received  six  notices  of  intention 
to  remove  and  deposit  waste.  The  following  poisonous  wastes  were 
removed  from  this  district  by  deposit  elsewhere  during  the  two  years

Dealers’  licences  to  sell  pre-packed  milk  are  issued  under  the

Meat  and  Other  Poods

registration  of  all  premises  used  for:-

There  are  two  premises  in  the  district  at  which  substantial 
quantities  of  poultry  are  slaughtered  for  the  food  market 

(1)  The  birds  dealt  with  at  this  address  are  not  primarily 
table  poultry.  They  are  egg  producing  birds  which  have  gone 
"off-lay”  and  whole  hen  houses  are  cleared  at  a  time.  They 
nay  be  battery  hens,  deep  litter  hens  or  hens  kept  on  wire 
netting.  The  birds  are  killed  with  an  electric  stunning  knife 
immediately  ’upon  being  taken  from  the  crates.  They  are  plucked, 
stubbed, cooled  and  refrigerated  and  delivered  daily  to  a 
poultry  processing  establishment  at  Chichester  where  supervision 
is  taken  over  by  Chichester  Rural  District  Council. 

Throughput  -  approximately  2,00-0  birds  weekly. 

(2)  The  birds  dealt  with  are  eight  to  ten  week  old  capons 
weighing  4—7  lbs.  The  proprietor  slaughters  about  150  each 
week  as  well  as  20  to  25  "off  lay"  battery  hens.  They  are  all 
electrically  stunned  and  bled  on  the  premises  before  they  are 
machine  plucked,  hand  stubbed  and  cooled  before  being  delivered 
"off  the  hook"  to  butchers  within  a  ten  mile  radius.  0nl2/  about 
a  dozen  a  week  are  eviscerated  on  the  premises  for  local  sale.3 
and  there  is  a  substantial  turkey  trade  at  holiday  times  and  at 
Christmas  (1,500  birds). 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


Rodent  Control  in  the  area  13  carried  out  by  Council  staff,  by 
private  servicing  companies  and  by  local  rat  catchers. 

For  some  yeai’3  now,  the  Council's  service  has  been  free  to  both 
domestic  and  business  premises.  The  Council  employs  two  Rodent 
Operators  who  normally  work  independently  but  assist  one  another 
from  time  to  time.  Training  and  considerable  experience  are  necessary 
before  an  Operator  can  work  efficiently. 

Early  notification  of  infestation  is  the  answer  to  successful 
control  and  we  seek  the  co-operation  of  all  concerned  to  ensure  the 
maintenance  of  a  reasonable  service. 

We  recorded  no  ca3e  of  warfarin  resistance  during  1972  and  1973, 
but  some  treatments  were  more  prolonged.  Racumin  wa3.u3ed  in  some  cases 
and  gave  satisfactory  results. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  serve  any  statutory  notices  for  many 
years  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949  and  T  think  this 
says  a  lot  for  the  Operators  concerned. 


The  following  table  gives  details  of  inspections  and  treatments 
for  1972  and  1973  ....  N.B,  Local  Authority's  properties:-  Council  houses 
are  included  under  dwelling  houses.  Premises  occupied  in  connection 
with  the  Council's  undertaking  are  included  under  this  heading.  Combined 
dwelling  and  business  premises  occupied  by  the  same  person  are  included 
under  business  premises.  Farms,  smallholdings,  poultry  farms  and  other 
premises  devoted  to  commercial  agriculture  or  horticulture  are  included 
under  agricultural  property  and  not  under  business  premises.

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ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS 


The  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  1963  requires  all  premises 
used  for  boarding  animals  to  be  licensed.  Licences  are  issued  yearly 
and  a  fee  of  £2  is  payable.  There  are  at  present  six  premises 
licensed  under  this  Act  for  the  boarding  of  cats  and  dog3.  Before  a 
licence  is  issued,  the  premises  are  inspected  in  the  company  of  an 
R.S.P.C.A.  Inspector  and  I  would  like  to  put  on  record  my  thanks  to 
them  for  their  help  at  this  stage  and  with  the  sorting  cut  of  diffi¬ 
culties  which  arise  from  time  to  time. 


SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS 

Eight  dealers  are  currently  registered  with  the  Council  under  the 
Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act,  1964.  Registration  is  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  three  years  and  each  certificate  issued  carries  the  endorse¬ 
ment  that  registration  does  not  imply  that  pi aiming  permission  ha3  been 
sought  or  obtained  in  respect  of  land  used  for  this  purpose.  The 
Planning  Office  and  the  Police  are  kept  informed.
